Fire Guts Dyess 


Home Sunday 


The home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Wilson Dyess, Smith Avenue, 
was completely destroyed by 
fire on Sunday between the hours 
of 9:30 and 11:15 a.m. The un- 
determined origin of the blaze 
was so intent that the entire 
interior of the home was de- 
molished leaving only the outer 
structure standing. Though, the 
photos do not clearly show the 
damage sustained to the home - 
- - it was considered a com- 
plete loss. 

The heat from the blaze 
spreading through the back of 
the house melted artifical slor- 
al arrangements and smoked 
the draperies with such intense 
heat that the touch of the hand 
Lo them caused th_1i to crumble. 
Clothing throughout the home 
was not burned to an ash but 
the fabric fibers were melted, 
puckered and deteriorated. The 
kitchen, den and dining room 
furniture was completely 
burned up while the other was 
smoked and melted beyond use. 

Dyess and his wife, along 
with their 2 children, Johnny 
and Tim, were attending church 
services when the fire broke 
out in the corner of the kitchen.

resolution to borrow up to 
$40,000 to pay for the con-

hangers are to replace those 


destroyed by a tornado last 
year. They are bing re-located 
north of the Dorsey hanger in 
anticipation of the extension 
of the east-west runway to a 
length of 5000 feet. This will 
allow bigger and faster air- 
craft to use the airport. The 
5000 length will handle the small 
business jets now popular with 
many industrial firms. 

The council reviewed plans 
for building a new public li- 
brary but decided to postpone 
the construction in hopes some 
way can be found to acquire a 
federal grant to defray part 
of the construction.

It should not be necessary 
to ask farmers to idle land in

Last July, Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Earl L. Butz announe- 
ed the lifting of current grain 
production and demand outlook 
indicates a need for continua- 
tion of a full production policy 
in 1975. “There are two main 
reasons we should %e able t 
continue our ‘hands off’ policy 
in farmers’ production plans,’ 
according to Frick, Admin- 
istrator of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's Agri 
cultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation Service 

“First of all, we plan to 
keep the Government out of the 
commodity business and leave 
Stocks in private hands,” Frick 
told members of the National 
Association of Farmer Elected 
Committeemen. “This will re- 
sult in less Government inter- 
ference in farm markets, low- 
er cost to taxpayers and 
greater dependence onthe mar- 
ketplace, not Government, by 
farmers for their incomes 
“Second, the high demand for 
U. S. Agricultural products at 
home and abroad will continue.” 
He indicated current project- 
ions for U. S. farm exports 
were probably low 

“The U. S. is no longer the 
world’s residual supplier of 
farm products. We have the 
best exporting system and the 
world’s most efficient farm 
production. As a result, we 
have become the most depend- 
able food and fiber supplier. 

Frick noted that Federal 
costs have been greatly re- 
duced as a result of market- 
oriented farm programs as well 
as farm efficiency has been 
helped two ways by the turn- 
around in farm policy. “Farm- 
ers have the freedom tochoose 
the crops they feel they can 
grow best for the most return,” 
Frick said, “and full production 
farming allows for economies 
of volume.” Among the other 
options for 1975 programs 


Frick discussed with the farm 
group were commodity loans 
made to farmers for interim 
financing and the Government’s 
Sales policy for disposing of 
commodities

Average American Would Be Hard 4it By 
Ultra Liberal Inflationary Tax Package 


For the past several years 
the big-spending, ultra-liberal 
faction in the United States Se- 
nate has been making increas- 
ing use of the legislative de- 
vice of adding expensive socio- 
logical programs to the debt 
limit extension bill. 

Last November, when the 
Kennedy - Mondale - Humphrey 
crowd tried to piggy-back a pu- 
blic campaign financing amen- 
dment on a debt ceiling bill, 
I took a lead in defeating their 
efforts. 

Then, just days before the 
temporary debt limit authori- 
zation was to expire on June 
30 of this year, this same gr- 
oup of Senators tried to open 
the way for the passage of 
Scores ofnon-germane amend- 
ments to the temporary debt 
limit bill, holding this “must” 
legislation hostage to theirown 
political purposes. Fortunat- 
ely their efforts failed, and I 
am glad that I helped defeat 
them. 

This is just not the proper 
way to run the legislative sys- 
tem because it by-passes esta- 
blished procedures by which 
the Ways and Means Committee 
of the House and the Finance 
C.mmittee of the Senate would 
have considered the overall 
effect of these disconnected 
amendments on the economy 
of the country, on the effect 
they might have on accelerating 
inflation, and on the effect that 
they might have on the deter- 
joration of the wage earner’s 
earnings 


There is a great deal of 


popular support, of course, 
to a tax cutting amendment 
and I don’t know anyone who 
Opposes a tax cut. But what 
were Kennedy and his crowd of- 
fering? About 10¢ a day for 
each person on the average. 
While this would hardly be no- 
ticed individually, it wouldam- 
ount to $6 billion lost revenue 
to the Federal government at 
the very time that the treasury 
is spending some $20 billion 
a year more than it takes in 
taxes. Another thing I didn’t 
like was that the amendment 
favored the high income citi- 
zen over the middle income 
citizen. A person in the 70% 
income tax bracket would get 
a 70% tax savings or $52.50 
per year per exemption. And 
a person in, say, the 20% tax 
bracket would save only $15. 
Where is the reform ir that? 
The loss of an additional $6 
billion would add fuel to the 
fires of already rampant in- 
flation and would wipe out what 
little tax benefit the taxpayer 
would get. 

I am strong for tax reform 
and for tax reduction. As a 
matter of fact, one of the first 
pieces of legislation I introd- 
uced in the United States Sen- 
ate in 1969 was an amendment 
calling for a $1,200 personal 
exemption, and this led to the 
eventual compromise at a $750 
exemption figure, which we now 
have. 

You may rest assured that 
when the fires of inflation have 
cooled, ! will enthusiastically 
and actively support sound 
tax reform legislation. 


One year ago when I iaun- 
ched my efforts to have food 
stamps denied to strikers, the 
estimated cost of the program 
was in the neighborhood of $1.7 
billion. This cost today is $2.8 
billion. Now, we are talking in 
terms of $4 billion under the 
proposed budget. Certainiy, we 
must recognize that this pro- 
gram, along with so many oth- 
ers in our budget, must be 
contained, and the place to start 
is with strikers, 

It is impossible to determine 
exactly how much money will be 
Spent, or has been spent for 
food stamps for strikers, since 
the Agriculture Bepartment 
does not keep figures accord- 
ing to whether or not a recip- 
lent is a striker. However, re- 
liable estimates have reached 
into the hundreds of millions 
based on the number and length 
of strikers and on estimates of 
how many striking workers got 
or will get food stamps. 

It has been said that no 
matter how many dollars worth 
of food stamps go to strikers, 
no food stamps will be denied 
the truly needy - - the unem- 
ployed, the unemployable, 
families on welfare, mothers 
with dependent children, the 
aged, the blind, and the dis- 
abled - - who are in need 
through no fault of their own. 
If this is the case, we cannot 
ignore the fact that the cost 
of the program is already out 
of sight, and it must be con- 
tained before it gets completely 
away from us. Denying food 
stamps to strikers is one way 
of containing it. 

Striking workers are dif- 
ferent from those destitute peo- 
ple I have already named for 
whom the Food Stamp Act of 
1964. was enacted. Striking 
workers are out of work vol- 
untarily - - either through their 
own vote or the vote of their 
fellow union members - - and 
they have ample warning before 
a strike to make preparations 
for their needs during the 
strike. Even the unions expect 
their members to take care of 
themselves during the first 
week or two of the strike, as 
evidenced by the fact that un- 
ions which do offer strike bene- 
fits do not do so the first week

or two of the strike. The Fed- 
eral Government, on the other 
hand, makes food stamps avail- 
able to strikers immediately af- 
ter the strike begins in some 
cases. 

It has been argued that if 
we deny food stamps to strikers, 
their families - - including 
helpless babies - - will starve. 
To the contrary, strikes were 
occurring long before the Food 
Stamp Porgram was ever con- 
ceived, and there is noevidence 
that anyone starved because of 
them, The unions were respon- 
sible for their members during 
strikes then, and they shouldbe 
responsbile for them now. If we 
would refuse government wel- 
fare aid to strikers, the union 
Strike funds could be utilized 
as they were meant tobe rather 
than as political action funds. 

Above and beyond all rea- 
sons heretofore mentioned, the 
most important reason for 
denying food stamps tostrikers 
is the maintenance of the col- 
lective bargaining system. How 


can there be true collective | 


bargaining if we take the tax- 
payer's dollar and use it to 
prefer one side over another-- 
to give one side an advantage 
Over another--in-a matter di- 
rectly affecting the public and 
consumer? The essence of col- 
lective bargaining is to bring 
labor and management together 
to negotiate. There is pressure 
on management because the 
business is losing profits and 
going into debt while closed 
dowr There is pressure on 

because the people are 

rawing their wages and 

to depend on the union 

» Ovide for their needs. When 
government gives strikers food 
stamps, keeping them from 
needing to return to work, the 
balance needed to maintain 
true collective bargaining is 
destroyed. 

It is the responsibility of 
the unions to care for mem- 
bers and their families who 
suffer injury through union ac- 
tivities supported by a major- 
ity of the bargaining unit. The 
burdern should not be borne 
by the general public. Union 
members strike to receive ad- 
ditional benefits which they evi- 
dently think are worth the sac- 
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rifice they are making. Why 
Should non-striking taxpayers 
pay their grocery bill to sub- 
sidize a strike which will have 
no benefit to them? As a matter 
of fact, the additional bene- 
fits the strikers receive will 
cause prices to up increasing 
the already heavy burdern on 
all taxpayers. 

I believe, that giving food 
Stamps to strikers is ‘funda- 
mentally wrong. The present 
policy of allowing food stamps 
to strikers is contrary to good 
business and common sense 
and should be abolished. In 
the interest of good govern- 
ment, fair play and lower con- 
Sumer costs, as well as pro- 
viding food stamps to the truly 
poor, I strongly urge the Con- 
gress to ban the use of funds 
for food stamps to strikers. 


Editors Note; Friday, June 21, 
1974, Congressman Dickinson 
offered an amendment to the 
1975 Agriculture Appropriation 
Bill to prohibit the expenditure 
of funds to give food stamps 
to strikers. By the time this 
column is in your hands the 
final disposition of the amend- 
ment should be public know- 
ledge.

Final Words of Nutrition Wisdom: 
Don’t Grow Old at Dining Table 


In planning your Eat-and-Grow-Younger program: of 
high-protein foods, I have tried to keep in mind the only 
important nutritional taboos which have a basis in scien- 


tific fact. 

1. Avoid combining high-pro- 
teins (red meats, poultry, fish, 
eggs, cheese, milk) with high- 
starches (rice, macaroni, spa- 
ghetti, white bread, rich des- 
serts) at the same meal. 

And if, for some valid reason, 
you are forced to eat more high- 
starch meals than high-protein, 
then by all means take liberal 
amounts of supplemental vita- 
mins, since the more starch you 
eat, the more your body is de- 
pleted of the B-complex factors 
that have the specific task of 
postponing the day when you 
must say farwell to youth. 

2. Avoid combining pure fats 
with high starches in the same 
meal, For instance bacon (al- 
most 100 percent fat, and of the 
wrong kind, too), fried potatoes, 
cream, white sugar, white 
bread and jelly are a rather 
common breakfast menu _ in 
some homes, yet nothing could 
be worse nutrition. 

It’s absolutely impossible to 
plan a meal that doesn’t in- 
clude some carbohydrate with 
its proteins, or some fat with its 
carbohydrate. But the thing to 
keep in mind is this: A meal 
should be predominantly either 
protein or carbohydrate. When 
it is predominantly protein, it 
should include only those natur- 
al starches found in vegetables, 
fruits, milk and honey or unre-

STIMULATE DIGESTION 


Start your meals with fruit, 
a cup of vegetable soup, a bouil- 
lon or meat broth. Why? Be- 
cause fresh fruits, together with 
meat extracts or the bouillon 
made by simmering meats and 
vegetables together, are rich in 
certain extractive substances 
that help to excite the gastric 
glands into producing the very 
powerful hydrochloric acid 
which is essential for thorough 
digestion of a protein meal. 


This is a timely spot to bring 


up the subject of chewing. A lot ~ 


of false information and errone- 
ous advice has been handed out 
to the public for years on the 
subject of ‘proper mastication 
of food.”” Once and for all, I 
would like to clear up these mis- 
taken ideas, and present the 
facts.

HOW TO CHEW 


1. All vegetables, fruits and 
Sugar-starch foods should be 
chewed thoroughly.

For that reason, in addition to 
good eating, it is wise to use 
supplemental yitamins and min- 
erals, For my own use, I find 
the formula called “‘Nutri-Time”’ 
to be an ideal vitamin-mineral 
food supplement. 

The 
living of these facts is up to 
you, 

Your mind and your body can 
remain youthful many years 
past your so-called ‘‘prime,”’ if 
only you don’t help fasten the 
shackles of premature old age 
on yourself every time you sit 
down at the table.

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Grand Jury Critical Of 
Court House Condition 


STATE OF ALABAMA

CIRCUIT COURT 
TO HONORABLE ERIS F. 
PAUL, ONE OF THE JUDGES 
OF SAID COURT: 
“We, the Grand Jury empan- 
tled by the court on Monday, 
July 8, 1974, hereby made our 
final report. 

We have examined into four- 
teen presentments and hand to 
the court herewith ten indict- 
ments, all of which are felon- 
ies, one matter was continued, 
and two had been handled by 
4 petition to plead guilty. 

Our inspection of the County 
Offices and buildings are as 
follows: 


COURTHOUSE 


a. We have examined the 
bonds of the various county 
Officials and find that they are 
properly filed and recorded and 
%hat the books and records of 
the County appear to be well 
képt, however, storage space 
continues to be aproblem which 
will not resolve itself. 

b. The courthouse, as is 
apparent from prior Grand Jury 
reports is in dire need of nec- 
essary repair. As has been 
pointed out, we would like to 
take pride in the fact that this 
building is listed as a histori- 
cal site, but it is no credit to 
our county. There are still 
leaks in the courthouse, in the 
corridors, and along outside 
Walls; the bathroom at the 
head of the stairs on the second 
Moor on the east side of the 
‘Courthouse has bad water leaks 
and the lavatory will not drain, 
‘Painting in the halls, corridors 
and offices is needed and'many 
areas of the floor on the second 
floor are rotting. The area at 
the top of the stairs on the west 
Side of the courthouse remains a 
Yafety hazard after having been 

lied to the attention of the 
County Commissioners at least 
three times. The subparagraph 
hereinabove calls attention to 
the fact that storage space for 
records in the various offices 
has been brought to the atten- 
tion of the County Commis- 
sioners over a period of years 
and in our opinion, something 
fue and should be done about 
it. 


HEALTH CENTER 

a. This building appears 
to be in a good state of repair 
and the electrical problems that 
were mentioned ina prior Grand 
Jury report have been correct- 
ed 


\ ANNEX: BUILDING 

a. There is a leak in the 
roof of the Superintendent of 
Education's office, and we did 


note a vast improvement in 
appearance of said office. 

b. In that part of the 
building occupied by the Board 
of Registrars, calking around 
the air conditioners needs 
attention and the light bulb is 
out in that office. 


PENSIONS AND SECURITY 
BUILDING 

a. This building remains 
in need of painting on the outside 
for maintenance and preserva- 
tion and some areas in the in- 
Side should be touched up or 
painted. 


JAIL 

a. Inspection of the jail 
shows, that most of the deficien- 
cles noted by the Grand Jury 
in January have been corrected, 
however some of the window 
hinges require immediate re- 
placement and there is a leak 
and peeling paint in the kitchen. 


We recommend that this 
court instruct the District At- 
torney to have the County Com- 
missioners attend the next 
Grand Jury for this county, in- 
‘dividually or collectively, to 
explain their position inallow- 
ing the recurring deficiency 
found in the county property by 
reason of lack of maintenance 
or capital expenditure, 

We wish to express our ap- 
preciation to the court for the 
courtesies shown us, and now 
having completed our work, we 
ask to be recessed pending 
further orders of the court.

Do Not Need 
New Agency 


Legislation providing for a 
Consumer Protection Agency 
“is regretted by the business 
community and will be re- 
gretted even more by those in- 
terested in the orderly conduct 
of government,” according to 
E. Douglas Kenna, president, 
National Association of Manu- 
facturers. 

He declared that “NAM vig- 
orously supports prope: pro- 
tection for the American con- 
sumer by the multitude of con- 
sumer agencies and programs 
already existing.” He said that 
if these are not adequately rep- 
resenting consumer - interests, 
they should he strengthened, 
“rather than create another 
agency to monitor and dispute 
with them.” 

Though popularly termed a 
“consumer bill,’ he. said, the 
legislation sets up a new agency 
with the extraordinary legal 
authority to disagree with vir- 
tually every office of the Exec- 
utive Branch and regulatory 
agencies and to take them to 
court to overturn their admin- 
istrative actions. 

If these agencies are not 
adequately representing the in- 
terest of consumers, “the prop- 
er remedy is to identify the 
shortcomings, and correct the 
internal administration of the 
agency,” he said,

Senior Aides 
Program To 


The Southeast Alabama Re- 
gional Planning and Develop- 
ment Commission has been 
notified that the seven member 
counties of the Commission: 
Barbour, Coffee, Covington, 
Dale, Geneva, Henry and 
Houston Counties will receive 
a grant of $144,570 toadminis- 
ter the Senior Aides Program 
sponsored by the National 
Council of Senior Citizens and 
funded by the Department of 
Labor. 

The program is designed to 
assist persons over age 55 
in obtaining employment with 
public agencies and private 
non-profit agencies who are 
affiliated with programs ad- 
ministering to senior citizens 
of the nation.

USDA To Buy 


Beef For Schools 


At the request of the Pres 
ident, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture today is initiating 
a plan to buy up to $100 mil 
lion worth of beef and pork 
during the summer to provide 
lunches for 25 million school 
children. 

The president has endorsed 
the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture's plan to buy beef and 
pork, now, while fari live- 
stock prices are low in order 
to provide student lunches dur- 
ing the coming school year. It’s 
good business to buy these meat 
supplies now. We would be buy- 
ing this meat for school lunches 
anyway. By buying now, wehelp 
the cattlemen and hog pro- 
ducers, who are suffering from 
low prices, and we help pre- 
vent future dislocations in the 
market that would adversely af- 
fect consumer prices 

The President's decision 
followed a meeting with the 
meat industry held at the re 


quest of the President. The 
Agriculture Department has 
purchased about 105 million 


pounds of beef and pork during 
the current fiscal year, which 
ends this month. 

Secretary Butz has stated 
that cattlemen are being for- 
ced to cut back on their feed- 
ing operations. The number of 
cattle on feed June | in seven 
major feeding states was down 
16 percent from last year, and 
the number placed on feed in 
the month of May in three 
States wad down 40 percent from 
last May. The meat will be 
stored, at a cost of about a 
cent and a half a pound, for 
use throughout the 1974- 
75 school year, as part of the 
Department of Agriculture's 
regular school lunch support 
operation. 

Invitations to potential ven- 
dors, with details of the pro- 
gram, will be mailed to the 


trade later. The first offers 
will be due July 1, with the 
first deliveries due the week 
of August ll. Purchases will 
be made from funds provided 
under Section 32 of Public Law 
74-32.

FLORIDA BEGGARWEEDONI 
OF THE WORST WEEDS 
By Thomas C. Casaday 

Florida beggarweed 's on 
of the worst weeds that we 
have in peanuts in Coffee Co 
unty Of course beggarweed 
also grows in soybeans and 
corn fields However, it is 
some comfort to know that 
Florida beggarweed will only 
grow and do well on land of 
hich fertility. Perhaps this is 
one of the reasons why it is 
becoming more and more of 
a problem, especially in pea 
nuts There isn’t any doubt 
about the fact that peanut land 
is maintained at higher fertility 
levels than ever before. Per 
haps anc’ner reason why beg 
garweed is becoming moreand 
more of a problem is the 
fact that good land which once 
grew cotton is now in peanuts 
and soybeans. Evidently, it is 
a combination of factors, in- 
cluding less competition from 
other grasses and weeds, thi: 
is causing them to be such « 
problem 

Dr. Gale Buchannan. asso- 
ciate professor of the Depart- 
ment of Agronomy and Soils 
of the Auburn University Ex- 
periment Station, is conduct- 
ing massive amount of begg- 
arweed control research at 
Headland. He and his collea- 
gues hope to come up with a 
herbicice or combination of 
herbicides that will give pea- 
uut growers some relief. Last 
year they used a combination 
of a regular herbicide like 
Balan with over the top app 
lications of Dinitro. The Din- 
itro was applied three or more 
times at 7-10 day intervals 
Of course, the peanuts were 
burned some, but the research 
on this looks very promis- 
ing. They got fairly good Fl- 
orida beggarweed control 
They used 1 1/2 pints of Dini- 
tro per acre broadcast or 1/2 
pint per acre when band applied 
over the row  Dinitro is lab- 
eled for two app.ications at 
the present time. However, I 
am told that a state label will 
be granted to allow three such 
applications of the material. 

Dr. Buchannan pointed out 
that beggarweeds need to be 
sprayed when they are not over 
1-1 1/2 inches in height. The 
two leaf stage would be most 
effective. Research is also 
being conducted using Butoxone

Ronstat Ronstar was used 
in combination with Dinitro 
Another material is Preforan, 
sometimes called Soyex It 
appears that these materials 
have some fungicidal activity 
on white mold as well as her- 
bicidal values Research is 
continuing at Headland this 
year on the use of Ronstar, 
Preforan and other chemicals 
and combinations 

About 150 farmers attend- 
ed a meeting at Headland to 
observe first hand the resear- 
ch on weeds and white mold. 
I was very much interested 
in some of the questions asked. 
One of the farmers asked why 
Treflan was used in Texas 
and Oklahoma on peanuts and 
wasn't recommended in Ala- 
bama. Several of the resear- 
chers and one county agent

Schools Get Money From

City and county school offi- 
cials are now able to begin 
counting money they requested 
almost a year ago. The first 
disbursements from the educa- 
tion bond issue was announced 
on Friday, July 12th by Gover- 
nor Wallace. 

Approved in the summer of 
1973, the bonds have been con- 
tingent on two points: approval 
of the governor and the condi- 
tion of the Special Education 


Trust Fund. 

Elba City School Super- 
intendent Elmer Taylor re- 
quested $70,000 for the pur- 
chasing of school buses. Tay- 
lor says, “The appropriated 
funds will be used to purchase 
seven new school buses and 
equipment for the bus shop.” 

County School Superinten- 
dent Jimmy Baker reports that 
five new buses will be pur- 
chased with the $54,000 ear- 


marked for Coffee County sch- 


ools. Baker reports that upon 
purchasing these buses the 
county system will be using 
eight 1964 models with the re- 
mainder of the buses being 
1969 models or newer. The 
system will then be on a ro- 
tating basis and will retire 
the 1964 models next year, 
They will no longer be running 
buses older than 8 years old. 


Commission Approve 
Senior Aides 


Three members of the Cof- 
fee County Commissioners 
Court and Judge of Probate, 
James L. Sawyer, met in an 
adjourned meeting on Thurs- 
day, July ll at 10 a.m. Com- 
missioners J. Albert Dyess, 
Flournoy Whitman and O. VY. 
Waters met in the Elba Court- 
house with representatives of 
the city municipalities located 
in the county for the purpose 
of activating the proposed Sen- 
ior Aides Program. Frank 
Sawyer, New Brockton Mayor; 
Owen Ziglar, Elba Mayor; and 
Johnny Vaughan, representing 
the Coffee County School Board 
met with the court. 

Judge Sawyer opened the 
discussion with the fact that 
Coffee County had been alloted 
9 slots for senior aide employ- 
ment. These employees must 
be 55 years old or older and 
on the Social Security roster, 
Each employee would cost the 
county a total of $210.66 a year 
for 20 hours of work on a 50 
week basis with possible re- 
newal of the grant. 

Mayor Ziglar inquired 
about placement and was in- 
formed that any non-profit or- 
ganization located in Coffee 
County was eligible to parti- 
cipate in the program. Some 
areas of placement discussed 
were: libraries, hospitals, 
nursing homes (these 3 having 
priority), health departments, 
schools and city and county 
governments. 

Ziglar was very enthusias- 
tic about the programs’s possi- 
bilities and asked that the City 
of Elba be alloted 3 employ- 
ees. He stated that Hospital 
Administrator Nichols would 
like 2, one each forthe hospita) 
and nursing home and the City 
Water Works department was 
in need of a warehouse inven- 
toyr clerk. Ziglar conveyed the 
idea that the hospital planned 
to use the aides in the area of 
planned recreation and enter- 
tainment of the nursing home 
residents. They were toying 
with a similar plan for the hos- 
pital. 

Vaughan, representing Mr. 
Baker of the County School 
Board, felt that 3 slots could 
be filled in the various county 
educational fields. He wanted 
to place the aides in libraries 
and in contact withthe students 
feeling that the 2 generations 
could enlighten the other ina 
sharing program.
